INTRODUCTION 


Town  Hall,  Shipley. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committees  of  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Shipley,  Bingley,  Bailuon  and  Dcnholme . 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  population  of  the  four  Urban  District  Councils  comprising 
Shipley  Health  Division  at  mid-year  was  66,900,  whilst  the  Census 
Return  for  April,  1961,  was  66,813.  The  number  of  ^SiaUrrc  at  1,073 
with  a  Birth  Rate  of  16  represents  an  upward  trend  accounted  for  by 
early  marriage  and  the  earlier  birth  of  children  in  married  life. 

The  stillbirth  rate  at  18.26  is  low,  but  the  best  statistical 
estimate  of  midwifery  standards  is  the  perinatal  rate  of  31.03.  This 
figure  combines  the  stillbirth  rate  with  the  number  of  deaths  in  the 
first  week  of  life  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths. 


There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  Death  .Rate  consonant  with  a 
general  ageing  of  the  population.  Statistical  returns  are  favourable 
compared  with  County  and  National  figures,  but  any  generalisation  tends 
to  be  invalidated  because  of  the  complexities  of  interpretation.  The 
safest  guide  to  the  efficiency  of  the  service  is  the  experience  of 
staff  and  local  evidence  by  way  of  records  within  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  improved  health  of  children,  greater  activity  of  middle 
aged  persons,  improved  care  of  the  aged,  higher  standard  of  hygiene, 
better  housing,  new  schools  and  full  employment  reflect,  in  some  degree, 
prosperity  and  even  affluence  in  the  community.  To  this  Local 
Authorities,  in  no  small  measure,  contribute. 


Among  a  multitude  of  duties  that  falls  to  the  lot  of  the  ublic 
Health  Inspector,  the  emphasis  has  been  on  housing  problems,  slum 
clearance,  clean  air  ana  hygiene  of  food  premises. 


Advance  has  been  recorded  in  immunisation  against  tuberculosis, 
poliomyelitis  and  other  preventable  disease.  There  has  been  steady 
progress  in  mental  health,  thanks  to  the  Social  ..orders  in  co-operation 
with  family  Doctors  and  the  Psychiatric  Consultants  not  only  in 
hospitals  and  out-patient  clinics,  but  in  the  home.  Much  care,  too, 
has  been  devoted  to  the  well-being  and  the  training  of  mentally  sub¬ 
normal  children.  Nor  have  the  aged  been  forgotten.  Chiropody 
schemes,  for  example,  expanded  during  the  year  through  the  agency  of 
voluntary  bodies,  the  Health  Department  and,  above  all,  the  sponsorship 
of  the  County  Council.  Many  old  folk  hitherto  housebound,  or  even 
bedfast,  are  thereby  rendered  mobile. 
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Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  prevalence  of  sm  .llpox  in 
Pakistan  increased  the  rick  of  an  outbreak  in  this  area  due  to  the

appeared,  Com  ent  on  the  more  controversial  aspects  will  be 
reserved  for  the  It 62  Report.  Little  new,  however,  has  emerged 
that  the  Physician  familiar  with  both  clinical  and  administrative 
difficulties  of  smallpox  cannot  reasonably  foresee.  The  new 
structure  of  the  Health  Service  has,  however,  posed  come  new  aspects 
of  very  old  problems. 


From  time  to  time,  I  have  reported  to  the  Health  Committees  on 
the  hazards  of  nuclear  radiation.  Methods  of  analysis  are  too

General 


Kor  Majesty’s  Registrar  General,  in  his  preliminary  report  for 
the  Census  of  1  9'6l  >  has  indicated  some  important  changes  since  1  95' i  f 
the  most  notable  are  as  follows

A  rise  in  the  flow  of  births  mainly  responsible  for 
inter-censal  increase. 

An  increase  in  the  Death  Rate  due  to  the  ageing  population, 
A  net  gain  by  migration. 


Hu  notes  that  the  upsurge  of  births  occurred  from  1956/57 
onwards,  and  was  partly  duo  to  earlier  marriage  and  the  concentration 


of  the  bearing 


of  children  in  earlier  married  life.  The  effect  was, 
of  course,  only  transient  and  would  only  become  permanent  if  the 
average  size  of  family  resulted  in  an  overall  increase  in  total  live 
births  produced  by  each  married  couple.  He  indicates  that  the 
judgment  in  this  could  only  bo  estimated  ten  years  after  marriage. 

It  is  interesting  that  the  live  births  in  i 960/61  were  16/0  above 
a  decade  earlier.  The  stabilising  of  the  Death  Rate  combined  with 
the  aforementioned  changes  in  Birth  Rate  means  that  the  natural 
increase  of  the  population  rises.  .  Prom  1959  until  19^1,  the 
migration  increase  was  significant.  finally,  the  Registrar 
indicates  that  the  density  of  population  (7,b00  per  square  mile)  is 
the  second  hi  1-1 


nest  in  Europe  and  one  of  the  highest  in  the  world,

In  the  Nest  Riding  conurbation  as  distinct  from  national  trends 
shown  above,  the  increase  in  population  was  well  below  national 


Indeed,  due  to  low  natural  increase  and  tho  effects  of  migration 
to  areas  outwith  the  county,  there  is  a  net  loss  of  population. 

Part  of  the  considerable  loss  in  the  urban  areas  is,  however,  due  to 
migration  in  the  loss  populous  rural  areas  around,  but  the  dominant 
feature  is  a  southward  trend.  Indeed,  the  drift  is  away  from  textile 
to  iron  and  stool,  chemical  industries  and  developing  areas  around 
southern  parts.  With  an  ageing  popul  .tion  there  is  also  a  drift  to 
the  better  weather  of  the  south  for  persons  entering  retirement. 
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Division 


Within  the  Division,  population  statistics  aro  representative  of 
the  'Test  Riding  conurbation.  There  is  a  numerical  preponderance  of 
women,  and  a  high  percentage  of  women  workers,  both  married  and 
unmarried.  Factories  attract  young  workers  and  consequently  the 
Birth  Rate  has  remained  steady  in  spite  of  the  general  tendency  for 
the  population  to  age.  The  balance  is  probably  due  to  marriage  at 
an  earlier  age. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  Division  comprises  four  Urban  Districts  -  Shipley,  Bingley, 
Baildon  and  Denholme.  The  primary  industry  is  woollen  manufacture, 
although  much  of  the  population  is  engaged  in  other  heavy  industries. 
Geographically,  Bradford  lies  to  the  south  and  Keighley  to  the  west, 
moorland  forming  both  north  and  north  east  boundaries.  The  water 
shed  empties  into  the  River  Aire  and  the  valley  has  both  good  rail  and 
road  facilities. 


Shipley  is  a  built  up  industrial  centre  engaged  in  Textiles, 
Engineering  and  Distributive  Trades.  The  principal  industry  is  the 
manufacture  of  worsted  cloth.  Salt's  Hill  carries  out  all  the 
processes  in  the  manufacture,  but  other  factories  confine  themselves 
to  one  or  more  such  as  Woolscouring,  Sorting,  Combing,  Spinning, 
Weaving,  Dyeing  and  Finishing.  Engineering,  the  other  main  trade, 
includes  the  manufacture  of  heavy  and  light  machinery.  Other 
important  manufactures  include  foodstuffs  and  women’s  gowns. 
Approximately  one  half  of  the  employed  insured  population  is  engaged 
by  15  large  textile  and  engineering  firms.

amounting  to  1  Q.u  of  the  district  and  include  ITorthcliff  Playing  Fields 
and  the  Wolf  Course. 


By  the  demolition  of  old  property  urban  re -development  has 
provided  new  shops,  flats  and  industries.  Although  this  is  most 
evident  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  both  Windhiil  (Valley  Road)  and  the 
Crag  are  interesting  examples  of  progressive  modernisation  of  an 
existing  township.  Business  and  prosperity  reflect  an  era  of  full 
employment  and  higher  living  standards  contrasted  with  depression 
familiar  to  an  older  generation.  Furthermore,  new  housing  estates  at 
Crag,  Windhiil,  Wrose  and  the  large  and  impressive  development  of  the 
Coach  Road  estate,  Baildon,  are  a  tribute  to  the  steadfast  and 
progressive  policy  of  the  Council.  Future  development  of  industrial 
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estates,  clearance  areas  combined  with  no;.'  homes, 
will  in  the  next  decade  leave  little  oi  the  nor.; 
of  old  Shipley.

Bindley  lies  in  the  valley  of  the  River  Aire.  The  town  itself 
is  built  on  boulder  clay  although  the  common  geological  stratum  is 
millstone  grit.  The  valley  is  industrial,  but  the  uplands  are 
agricultural  and  moorland.  The  town  has  a  busy  industrial  centre, 
wool  being  the  staple  industry,  although  joinery  works,  tanning, 
engineering  and  other  manufactures  provide  employment.  The  perimeter 
of  Bingley  is  residential,  with  numerous  farms,  and  beyond  is  a  green 
belt  including  the  well  known  moors.  There  are  about  8,644  houses  in 
Bingley.  New  housing  is  scattered  throughout  the  Urban  District,  both 
centrally  in  the  town  and  at  Cullingworth,  Harden,  Wilsden,  Eldwick, 
Crossflats  and  G-ilstoad.  Cottingley,  the  largest  and  most  recent  of 
the  major  Council  estate^  comprises  346  houses  and  flats.  As  a 


thriving,  enterprising  social  community  Bingley  retains 
individuality  unimpaire d .

Bail don  is  a  residential  town  separated  from  Shipley  by  the  River 
/lire,  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  and  the  Railway,  and  from  Bradford, 
Hawksworth  and  Bingley  by  extensive  green  belts  and  open  moorland. 

The  lower  town,  including  Charlestown,  is  predominantly  industrial, 
with  mills,  factories  and  workshops  and  a  high  percentage  of  old  type 
property.  The  centre,  higher  situate,  is  residential,  principally  a 
product  of  the  inter-war  developmental  period  in  housing.  The  upper 
town,  adjacent  to  high  placed  moorland,  is  almost  exclusively 
residential  in  character. 


There  are  about  4,454  houses  in  Baildon,  mostly  modern,  although 
some  old  property  remains  around  Towngate,  Baildon  G-reen,  Tong  Park 
and  Woodbottom,  A  new  estate  has  boon  erected  at  the  Knoll  with 
extensive  aspect  and  ample  room  for  development,  A  further  housing 
estate  is  being  erected  on  the  Coaoh  Road  within  the  Baildon  Urban 
District  by  Shipley  U.D.C. 

Denholme  is  an  isolated  town  with  an  elevation  of  about  1 ,000  feet 
above  mean  sea  level,  seven  miles  distant  from  Halifax,  Keighley  and 
Bradford  to  the  south,  north  and  east  respectively.  Environs  are 
rural;  road  gradients  are  steep  and  the  area  forms  a  natural  water 
gathering  ground  with  numerous  reservoirs.  The  township  is  a  centre 
of  industrial  and  shopping  activity  and  roads  radiating  provide  access 
to  neighbouring  large  towns.  The  density  of  population  is  approximate¬ 
ly  one  person  per  acre.  Apart  from  the  central  area  of  Denholme  where 
the  majority  of  the  population  live,  Denholme  Clough  on  the  Halifax  Road 
is  the  only  other  populous  part  of  the  Urban  District,  the  remainder

consisting  of  scattered  hamlets  and  farms.  Some  development  has 
taken  place  along  the  main  roads,  but  this  is  less  pronounced  than  the 
ribbon  development  seen  in  other  places.  Much  of  the  property  in  the 
town  is  mid-nineteenth  century,  built  of  local  stone  with  Yorkshire 
grey  slated  roofs.  As  in  adjacent  parts  of  the  West  Riding  the 
back-to-back  house  is  prevalent. 

The  basic  industry  is  spinning,  weaving  and  the  manufacture  of 
worsteds,  knitting  wools  and  yarns.  Other  industries  include  silk 
weaving,  joinery,  stone  quarrying  and  saw  mills .  Forty  farms  produce 
milk  and  rear  cattle.

Populational  trends  to  some  extent  affected  this  area  as  for  the 
rest  of  the  country.  There  has  been  a  fall  in  the  young  adult 
population;  a  smoothing  out  of  the  abrupt  post-war  rise  in  the  Birth 
Rate;  a  high  number  of  children  entering  Secondary  School  and  an 
increasing  number  of  aged  persons.  There  is  also  an  influx  of 
foreign  labour,  a  factor  influenced  by  local  high  demand  for 
artisans  and  semi  and  unskilled  labour  in  the  textile  industry. 

The  Manager  of  the  Employment  Exchange  has  kindly  reported  as 
follows  on  the  Divisional  area:- 

" During  1 961 ,  the  employment  situation  continued  to  be  quite 
good  in  the  Shipley  area.  In  June,  the  level  of  unemployment  fell 
to  99  men  and  women  wholly  unemployed,  the  lowest  figure  since  1 957  > 
then  rose  again  month  by  month  to  1  ld<r  in  December.  Even  this  figure 
is  much  lower  than  the  national  average,  being  0.7/°  of  the  employed 
population  compared  with  the  national  percentage  of  i  .7/o. 

Placing  work  however  declined  during  the  year,  and  the  number  of 
placings  for  men  was  30^6  below  average  at  the  year  end,  the  number  of 
vacancies  notified  was  50%  of  normal". 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  TKE.ANFL 


Only  by  consultation  and  discussion  between  the  Doctors  in 
general  medical  practice  and  the  staff  of  hospitals  and  local 
authorities  can  the  best  interests  of  the  patient  and  his  family  be 
subserved.  Organised  formal  interchange  of  records  and  information 
is  the  basis  of  systematised  medic. me,  but  personal  contact  the  essence 
of  applied  Health  Education. 


For  many  years  Midwives  and  District  Nurses  have  worked  side  by 
side  with  the  private  Doctor,  Only  smce  the  inception  of  the  -*ct 
in  i$4o,  however,  has  the  Health  Visitor  had  opportunity  progressively 
to  establish  liaison  with  him  in  the  care  of  the  family.  She  provides 
general  service  and  advice  rather  than  specialised  care,  but  can  call 
on  the  services  of  officers  from  Health,  Education  and  Welfare 
Departments o  There  are  also  links  with  Voluntary  Agencies  which 
render  useful  service  by  bridging  lack  of  statutory  provisions.

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 

(a)  Expectant  mothers  were  admitted  principally  to  the 
Maternity  Hone,  Shipley,  Keighley  St.  John’s,  Bradford  St.  Luke’s, 
Cawdor  G-hyll  Maternity  Hone,  Skip  ton  and  Halifax  General. 

Provisions  for  abnormal  cases  are  supplied  at  Bradford  St.  Luke's 
or  Keighley  Victoria.  Bods  are  usually  available  for  all  mothers 
who  seek  hospital  accomodation,  although  not  always  can  this  be  net 
at  the  hospital  of  choice.  n.  satisfactory  service  has  developed  and 
we  enjoy  the  full  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of 
Keighley  and  Skip ton  in  addition  to  the  staff  of  Hospitals  and  Homes. 

(b)  Infectious  disease  cases  are  referred  by  the  General 
Medical  Practitioner  direct  or  through  the  Health  Department  to  Leeds 
Road,  Bradford  or  Morton  Banks,  Keighley.  He  are  indebted  to 
Doctors  Beach  and  Barker  and  Matrons  and  staffs  of  these  hospitals 
for  their  continued  assistance. 

(c)  Chronic  sick  -  usually  elderly  persons,  are  admitted 
variously  to  Ruikeswood,  Keighley  St.  John’s,  Thornton  View,  Stoney 
Ridge  or  Calverley  through  the  Hospital  management  Committees  of 
Bradford  ’  B ’  Group  or  the  Bingley,  Keighley,  Slcipton  and  Settle 
Group  respectively.

Baildon 

Mrs.  Tennant,  the  Honorary  Secretary,  in  her  Annual  Report  says 
that  the  normal  activities  were  maintained  throughout  the  year  with 
sustained  vigour.  A  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  was  inaugurated  by  the 
enterprise  of  local  volunteers  on  April  i  2th,  when  meals  were  taken 
to  29  people,  and  by  the  end  of  the  yu ar,  i  ,A00  neals  had  been 
distributed. 

Functions  include  summer  outings  and  winter  socials,  and  teas 
were  distributed  among  those  unable  to  attend  due  to  illness  or 
infirmity.  The  average  weekly  attendance  at  Havens  was  approximately

Mrs.  Binns,  the  Secretary,  reports  that  weekly  attendances  at 
Bingley,  Crossfiats  and  Eldwiclc  average  72,  84  and  70  respectively. 
Numbers  on  the  registers  were  1 30  at  Bin0Iey,  1 1 8  at  Crossflats  and 
92  at  Eldwiclc.  It  is  recorded  that  23  deaths  were  noted  amongst 
members.  The  Voluntary  Association- is  agent  for  the  Chiropodist 
Scheme  now  financed  by  the  County  Council. 

Meals  on  Wheels.  3,680  neals  were  served  by  the  W.V.S.  The 
recipient  pays  i/-d.  and  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  Bindley 
Old  Age  Persons  Welfare  association  also  contribute  to  costs.  It 
was  anticipated  that  the  service  would  have  to  bo  increased  from  two 
to  four  meals  per  week.  The  penny  a  week  scheme  plus  grants, 
donations  and  covenants  maintain  solvency,  and  the  T.V.  and  Radio 
Service  is  a  great  boon  to  the  housebound.

Treatment  is  given  at  clinic  and  chiropodists’  surgeries, 
domiciliary  treatment  being  arranged  in  certain  cases  (on  a  Doctor’s 
recommendation) .  Direct  and  indirect  services  operate  in  various 
areas,  the  Council  in  the  former  engaging  chiropodists  to  operate  in 
its  clinics,  .and  in  the  latter  financing  approved  services  run  by 
local  voluntary  bodies.

patients  eligible  under  the  County  Scheme,  has  been  continued  by  the 
Association  on  behalf  of  the  Council  which  boars  the  whole  cost. 
Arrangements  are  name  to  suit  the  needs  of  the  different  parts  of 
Bing ley,  including  the  villages  of  Cullingworth,  7/ilsden  and  Harden; 
treatment  being  given  at  clinic,  surgeries  and  at  home.

PROBLEM  FAMILIES 


The  Problem  Family  represents  the  lower  depths  of  social  living 
standards  in  our  community.  Each  family  is  easily  recognised  by 
experienced  social  workers,  aid  is  general!,  familiar  to  all 
departi  tents  of  social  welfare  and  security.  Consequently  w .are 
able  to  maintain  close  observation,  and  concentrate  our  services  on 
these  unfortunate  families.  Rarely  does  our  list  exceed  40,  but 
the  demands  are  incessant.  Probably  the  most  tragic  feature  is 
the  psychological  impact  on  the  children  in  the  family,  and  the  self 
inflicted  pariah  complex  of  social  ostracism. 


From  time  to  time  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  the  Co-ordinating  Committee  meet  and  review  cases.  The 
meetings  are  well  attended  by  representatives  of  Welfare ,  Education, 
National  Assistance,  Children’s  Department,  Health  Department,  and 
N. G .P . C  o C . ,  plus  V oluntary  Associations .

"During  the  year,  6  meetings  wore  hold  at  approximately  bi¬ 
monthly  intervals.  At  the  first,  Mr.  G.  I.  Goodman,  Chairman  of  the 
North  Eastern  Area  Committee,  was  welcomed  as  a  guest  speaker,  and 
gave  us  very  interesting  hints  and  guidance  upon  the  organisation  and 
policy  of  the  Committee.  Many  of  his  suggestions  were  acted  upon; 
one  result  being  the  setting  up  of  a  panel  of  speakers,  including 
representatives  from  the  Gas  and  Electricity  Boards  and  the  Fire 
Service,  who,  during  the  year  accepted  invitations  to  join  the 
Committee.  A  delegate  attended  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  North 
Eastern  Area  Committee,  thus  enlarging  the  field  of  contact,  obtaining 
information  on  such  matters  as  the  use  of  FRO BAN  (flame  proof

Home  Safety  film  strips  were  shown,  also  sound 
films  and  posters  and  peg  boards  were  displayed.  This  wafc  in 
association  with  the  Red  Cross  and  St.  John-' s  Ambulance  Brigate. 


General  medical  practitioners  of  Shipley  were  asked  to  display 
Hone  Safety  Posters  in  their  waiting  rooms.  Leaflets  were  distribut¬ 
ed  to  the  old  people  of  Shipley,  these  contained  advice  on  safety  in 
the  home,  especially  for  the  older  people.  In  early  November, 
Fireworks  Posters  were  displayed. 


During  "Fire  Prevention  Week"  in  November,  the  Committee  gave  a 
Hone  Safety  film  show  at  the  Victoria  Hall,  Shipley.  The  Fire 
Officer  of  Keighley  assisted  and  gave  a  very  interesting  talk  and 
film  show  on  Fire  Safety.  The  following  day,  the  Committee  manned 
a  stall  in  Shipley  Market  Place,  displaying  Fire  Safety  Posters  and 
handing  out  leaflets  on  fire  prevention.  The  Shipley  fire  engine 
was  on  display  at  the  side  of  the  stall  and  this  attracted  some 
attention.

However,  during  the  latter  p.,rt  of  the  year  a  second  application 
for  grant  was  submitted  to  each  of  the  two  lo cad  Councils,  and  I  an 
pleased  to  say  that  grants  of  £25  and  £5  per  year  were  .approved  by 
Bingley  Urban  District  Council  and  Denholme  Urban  District  Council 
respectively.

This  is  designed  to  help  persons  who,  suffering  fron  grave 
chronic  disease,  or,  being  aged  or  physically  handicapped  living 
in  insanitary  conditions,  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and 
aro  not  receiving  from  others  proper  care  and  attention* 


Under  the  original  Act,  application  was  submitted  to  a 
Magistrate's  Court  for  removal  of  such  persons,  but  later  an 
accelerated  procedure  can  be  made  by  application  to  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  in  an  emergency.  It  was,  fortunately,  not  necessary  to 
utilize  this  Section  during  the  year,  alternative  provisions  being 
secured  for  the  few  cases  that  came  under  consideration. 


WELFARE  OP  HANDICAPPED  PERSONS

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was,  however,  notified  on  form 
B.D.8  of  certain  blind  persons,  and  the  Health  Visitors  enabled  to 
contact  cases  where  advice  on,  for  example,  cataract,  is  appropriate. 
The  Department  also  arranged  transport  and  assistance  for  blind 
persons  to  visit  the  Ophthalmologist. 

A  number  of  physically  handicapped  persons  are  included  in  the 
provision  of  chiropody  and  others  associated  with  voluntary 
services  such  as  Heals  on  7/heels. 


LABORATORY  SLAVIC; 


The  fundamentals  of  a  scientific  Public  Health  Service  depend 
on  the  proximity  and  resources  of  a  Laboratory.  The  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  provides  one  in  Bradford  where  facilities  for 
bacteriological  and  virological  investigation  are  available. 

^  ir  range  me  nt  s  for  collection,  delivery,  examination  and  reports  on 
specimens  are  both  adequate  and  expeditious.  Samples  of  water, 
milk  and  other  materials  were  submitted  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  Samples  of  blood  and  other  body  fluids  and  contents 
are  examined  from  suspect  cases.  A  daily  service  minimises  delay, 
and  preliminary  telephone  reports  from  the  Bacteriologist  facilitate 
investigation  in  the  field.  Other  advantages  are  reduction  of 
exclusion  from  school  and  work,  early  diagnosis  and  prompt 
preventive  action  in  cases  of  infectious  disease.  Dr.  Smith  and 
his  staff  have  rendered  help  and  valuable  advice  throughout  the  year,

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care  and  after-care  service 


The  help  of  the  Local  .authority  is  most  frequently  sought 
following  discharge  of  the  patient  as  a  supportive  service  to  the 
family  doctor  by  way  of  home  care  or  convalescence.  In  the  former 
case,  the  District  Nurse,  whose  special  skill  is  domiciliary 
nursing,  has  available  a  substantial  range  of  equipment  as  nursing- 
aids,  e.g.  beds,  wheel  chairs,  chains  and  pulleys,  commodes  and 
walking  aids.  In  1 9 hi ,  362  items  of  equipment  as  nursing  aids 
and  loans  were  issued. 


The  Almoner  of  the  hospital  usually  advises  the  Senior  Nursing 
Officer  or  clerical  staff  of  prospective  discharge  by  telephone 
and/or  letter.  Requirements  may,  for  that  matter,  cover  the  work 
of  a  range  of  officers  within  the  Department,  One  Health  Visitor 
maintains  liaison  with  the  Consultant  G-oriatrician  at  his  out¬ 
patient  departments  at  Bradford  Infirmaries. 


In  September,  a  laundry  service  for  incontinent  patients  was 
inaugurated.  Collection  and  delivery  of  soiled  and  clean  laundry 
was  arranged  on  two  days  weekly,  viz.  Tuesdays  and  Fridays. 

Laundry  is  packed  by  cleaner  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays  and  collected 
early  by  van  on  the  following  morning.  Cases  are  usually  covered 
in  two  hours  delivery  time  from  start  to  finish.  Clean  laundry  is 
delivered,  and  the  soiled  laundry  packed  up  in  disposable  bags  and 
taken  to  Thornton  View  where  the  laundry  service  proper  is  initiated. 
The  van  covers  an  approximate  weekly  mileage  of  about  30  miles.  A 
table  is  appended  below  showing  the  number  of  cases  from  September 
to  December.

The  District  Nurse  notifies 


the  Divisional  Nursing  Officer  or 


Clerk  of  each  case  where  the  service  is  required  giving  an  indication 
of  requirement.  Much  appreciation  has  been  expressed  and  a  number 
of  elderly  folk  can  be  retained  at  home  in  circumstances  which  may 
otherwise  have  necessitated  admission  to  hospital. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 


Both  West  Riding  County  Council,  as  Local  Health  and  Education 
Authority,  and  the  Urban  District  Councils  (responsible  for  environ¬ 
mental  hygiene)  are  empowered  legally  to  engage  in  health  education. 
The  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  are  more  or  less  national 
organisers  anu  the  source  of  much  information  on  recent  medical  and 
social  research*  They  are  also  advisors  on  local  health  propaganda 
and  provide  Refresher  Courses  of  training  for  technical  officers, 
including  medical  and  nursing  staff. 


The  following  items  were  utilized  in  the 
health  education  -

(i)  Leaflets,  posters,  educational  and  visual  aids, 
e.g,  flarmelgraphs  and  peg  board  tryptych. 

(ii)  Sound  projector,  shared  with  other  Divisions,

Films  used  were  on  such  subjects  as  Home  Safety,  Personal 
Hygiene,  Child  Care,  and  we re  useful  in  more  specialised  talks. 

Lectures  were  given  in  schools,  in  clubs  and  to  such  voluntary 
associations  as  veterans  and  clubs  for  elderly  persons.  Lecture 
demonstrations,  of  course,  wore  continuously  undertaken  throughout 
the  year  in  clinics.  All  Health  Visitors  took  an  active  part  in 
demonstrating  and  lecturing.

Hospital  Almoners  have  also  taken  advantage  of  the  Service  for 
patients  fit  enough  to  be  discharged  from  hospital  provided  there  is 
help  available  in  the  hone.  This  has  enabled  hospital  beds  to  be 
vacated  at  the  earliest  possible  tine  without  jeopardising  the 
patient’s  recovery.

Another  much  appreciated  part  of  the  Service  has  been  the 
provision  of  suitably  experienced  Home  Helps  for  those  patients 
having  home  confinements,  and  for  mothers  discharged  from  hospital 
forty-eight  hours  after  the  birth  of  their  babies.  With  the  co-opera 
tion  of  the  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors  it  has  been  possible  to 
instal  a  Hone  Kelp  at  very  short  notice. 
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On  receipt  of  a  request  for  a  Home  help  a  members  of  the  Health 
Visiting  staff  has  immediately  paid,  a  preliminary  visit  to  the  home 
of  the  patient  in  order  to  determine  hi 3  or  her  needs,  and  the  way  in 
which  a  Home  Help  could  most  usefully  be  employed  for  the  benefit  of 
the  patient.  The  provision  of  a  suitable  Home  Help  has  then  been 
arranged  without  delay. 

The  staffing  difficulties  of  the  previous  year  have  been  largely 
overcome,  the  recruitment  of  Home  Helps  being  effected  by  advertise¬ 
ments  in  the  local  Press,  and  by  recommendations  received  from  Health 
Visitors  and  from  Home  Kelps  already  employed  in  the  Service. 

Prospective  Home  Helps  have  been  interviewed  in  their  own  homes 
by  members  of  the  Health  Visiting  staff,  who  thereafter  pay  regular 
visits  to  the  homes  of  patients  where  Home  Helps  are  employed. 

It  has  become  evident  that  the  provision  of  a  mobile  Supervisor 
able  to  check  on  time-keeping,  the  quality  of  the  Home  Help’s  work, 
and  to  deal  with  any  administrative  queries  concerning  the  completion 
of  application  forms  by  the  patients,  aid  queries  concerning  Home  Help 
time  sheets  and  wages,  would  also  help  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
the  Service,  whilst  releasing  the  qualified  Health  Visiting  staff  for 
their  many  other  duties.

Tme  infection  covers  a  wide  range  of  chest  conditions,  and  only 
1  of  the  47  recorded  was  in  a  young  child,  the  great  majority  being 
aged  persons. 

DYSENTERY 


Although  2 6  cases  only  were  notified,  this  bears  small  relation 
to  the  true  incidence  of  infection.  Notifications  do  help,  however, 
to  locate  the  particular  areas  of  prevalence.  The  disease  is  more  or 
less  endemic  in  the  Aire  Valley,  advancing  and  receding  over  periods 
of  time,  and  occasionally  modified  by  imported  strains  from  outwith 
the  area.  The  rapidity  of  spread  is  largely  conditioned  by  density 
of  population,  density  of  houses  and  the  population  of  young  susceptible 
children.  Overcrowding,  sub-standard  housing,  lack  of  washing 
facilities,  sharing  of  lavatories  are  ail  features  which  predispose 


to  continuity  of  infection.  The  disease  is  a  social  nuisance  rather 
than  a  lethal  in:  action,  although  under  estimated  "by  both  doctors 
and  public  alike.  Evidence  of  this  nay  be  gathered  from  the  fact 
that  more  virulent  types  of  infection  have  been  experienced  in  other- 
parts  of  the  country.  The  persistence  of  Sonne  dysentery  is  indeed 
a  reflection  on  our  primitive  social  habits.  failure  to  provide  and 
utilise  washin  facilities  after  visits  to  the  lavatory  and  inadequate 
hygienge  of  the  finger  nails  are  important  contributors  to  the  spread 
of  this  disease.

Prevention  _of  Tub er c u  1  o si s 

During  the  year  4-5 2  contacts  were  examined  at  the  Chest  Clinic 
of  whom  21 0  were  first  visits.  Of  these,  66  received  B.C.G-.  vaccin¬ 
ation.  All  the  immediate  family  contacts  of  new  cases  willingly 
accepted  the  opportunity  for  examination.  Contacts  of  old  cases 
were  again  X-rayed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Chest  Physician. 

B.C.Gr.  of  School  ^Leavers 

B.C.C-.  has  again  been  given  to  all  School  Leavers  where  the 
parents  have  consented.  X-ray  has  been  carried  out  on  all  children 
found  to  be  iiantoux  Positive.  five  children  were  kept  under 
observation  and  returned  for  further  X-rays  at  intervals.  One  girl 
was  prescribed  anti- tuberculous  drugs  and  remained  off  school  six 
months.  She  is  still  regularly  attending  the  Chest  Clinic  but  the 
others  have  been  discharged. 


VEHEIdLJj  DISEASE 

Medical  and  lay  attention  has  recently  dwelt  on  the  upsurge  in 
the  number  of  infected  persons  particularly  adolescents.  It  is 
recognised  that  young  adolescent  women  may  act  promiscuously  as 
carriers  of  infection.  Another  major  factor  is  the  persistence  of 
resistant  strains  of  infective  organisms  which  survive  antibiotic 
therapy. 

The  most  marked  increase  has  been  in  gonorrhoea  and  non-specific 
urethretis  in  the  male.  Less  pronounced  but  nevertheless  appreciable 
is  the  rise  in  c  .ses  o.-.  syphilis.  Numerous  factors  promote  this 
upward  trend,  e.g.  immigration,  vagrancy,  educational  subnormality 
plus  changing  social  tufblts.  It  is  a  fact  that  there  is  less  formal 
home  discipline,  more  parental  apathy,  earlier  maturity,  particularly 
in  girls,  and  the  attendant  instability  of  adolescent  years.  Public 
ignorance  too  contributes  to  the  problem  and  further  research  into 
social  customs  should  enlighten  both  the  public  and  the  expert  in  the 
origin  and  social  causes  of  this  community  sickness.

CHNE3TATI0N 


Eor  practical  purposes  this  is  principally  a  school  health

VACCINATION  nHD  IHINNI3ATI0N 


Local  Authorities,  under  Section  26  of  the  National  Health 
Service  .ict,  are  required  to  arrange  for  the  immunisation  and 
vaccinat-Lon  of  susceptible  persons  in  their  areas  against  Smallpox 
and  Diphtheria.  By  direction,  or  with  approval  after  application 
this  may  be  extended  to  the  control  of  any  other  disease.  Whooping 
Cough,  Poliomyelitis,  Tetanus  and  Tuberculosis  lend  themselves  to 
prophylactic  control  by  immunisation  and  h  -,ve  been  added  to  the  list 
in  the  West  Riding  administrative  area.  This  involves  not  only  the 
medical  practitioner  but  the  Department  in  a  considerable  range  of 
work  and  maintenance  of  records. 


Hitherto,  in  immunisation  against  tuberculosis,  doctors  have 
had  an  option  of  using  freeze  Dried  British,  or  Danish  Liquid  Vaccine. 
The  advantage  of  the  former  relating  to  storage  and  distribution  has 
now  resulted  in  its  general  adoption. 

FOLIOKYELITIS 


Early  in  1  9o'i  ,  Salk  Vaccine  was  administered  as  three  doses  of 


inactivated  virus  which  afforded  hi  li  protection. 


following  an 


increase  in  cases  during  early  summer,  a  fourth  dose  was  introduced 
for  susceptible  groups,  aid  vaccination  extended  to  the  under  AOs. 
This  exception  unfortunately  coincided  with  a  failure  in  production 
which  synchronised  with  an  increased  demand  for  Sabin  Oral  Vaccine 
throughout  the  world.  The  I’inister  later  announced  his  intention 
of  using  Oral  Vaccine  for  the  routine  procedure,  a  policy  which  was 
implemented  early  in  1962.

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MENTAL  HmALTH 


The  Mental  Health  Act,  1559?  repealed  older  legislation  on 
Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  and  also  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  which 
laid  down  the  procedure  for  admission  to  hospital.  The  provisions 
of  this  .  c t  which  applied  in  1959  were  principally  related  to  the 
informal  admission  of  persons  to  mental  hospitals.  As  mentioned  in 
last  year's  report,  the  terra  ’mental  deficiency'  was  abolished  and 
four  categories  of  mental  disorder  recognised. 

(i)  Mental  Illness 
(ii^  Severe  Subnormality 
( iii )  Subnormality 

(iv)  Psychopathic  Personality  Disorders. 

In  196^,  an  Order  gave  effect  to  Sections  6-10  which  enabled 
Local  .authority  services  for  the  mentally  disordered  to  be  administer¬ 
ed  under  Section  z8  of  ohe  National  Health  Service  Act,  Local 
Authorities  were  empowered  to  provide  residential  accommodation, 
training  and  occupation  centres,  to  carry  out  guardianship  and 
appoint  Mental  Welfare  Officers.  Local  Authorities  were  alsn 
empowered  to  provide  Welfare  Services  for  mentally  disordered 
persons  as  pant  of  the  general  welfare  service  under  the  National 
As si stance  Act,  1948,  and  the  Child  Cane  Service. 


The  Mental  Health  Act  is  based  on  the  advances  of  modern 


treatment  and  the  fact  that  patients  seel:  advice  earlier  in  the 
course  of  their  mental  disturbance.  As  e  consequence,  there  is 


less  need  of  long  stay  acco mmode.tion  which,  in  the  course  of  the 
next  fifteen  years,  is  expected  to  be  reduced  by  50,-'.  This  implies 
considerable  development  and  expansion  of  domiciliary  and  community 
health  services.  These  steps  have  been  talcen  in  spite  of  the 
ageing  of  the  population  with  c  msequent  increase  in  senile 


dementia.  As  the  Ministry  of  Health  report  for  1 960  states,  there 
will  need  to  be  increased  acceptance  and  tolerance  in  the  community 
of  persons  with  mental  disorders.  It  is  also  evident  that  these 
changes  may  well  affect  a  person  in  employment,  housing,  and  generally 
the  need  for  a  highly  developed  community  care  service. 

The  Service  has  expanded  during  the  yea.r  and  there  seems  to  be 
wider  realization  on  the  part  of  General  Practitioners  and  public 
of  the  help  available.  Psychiatric  Hospitals  are  now  closely  united 
with  the  Local  Authority,  and  liaison  with  Consultant  Psychiatrists, 
oth^r  Medical  Staff  and  Psychiatric  Social  Workers  has  proved 
invaluaole.  Contact  with  other  agencies  has  also  been  established 
thus  providing  a  more  integrated  community  service. 
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The  Psychiatric  Out-patient  Clinics  at  Salt's  Hospital  on  Thursday 
afternoon  held  by  Dr.  Dransfield,  Consultant  Psychiatrist  at  Highroyds, 
and  at  Bingley  Hospital  on  Tuesday  mornings  by  Dr.  O'Brien  of  Scalcbor 
Park  arc  fulfilling  a  vital  need.  Referrals  on  an  out-patient  basis 
have  increased,  and  benefit  to  patients,  established  by  continuity  in 
the  field  of  after-care  and  follow-up  appointments,  is  being  developed. 
Domiciliary  visits  undertaken  by  Consultants  at  the  request  of  General 
Practitioners  is  also  an  invaluable  part  of  the  community  service. 

Two  Mental  Welfare  Officers  operate  a  24  hour  rota  service  for 
out  of  office  hours  duties  of  an  urgent  nature  and  many  calls  during 
evenings,  week-ends  and  night-time  have  been  received.  During  the 
year,  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  been  concerned  with  the  admission 
to  hospital  of  - 

51  informal  patients 

24  informal  patients  under  Detaining  Sections  of  the  Act.

A  Mental  Welfare  Officer  attends  weekly  at  the  Psychiatric 
Clinic  at  Salt's  Hospital,  and  once  a  fortnight  at  the  Bingley  Clinic 
to  discuss  with  the  Consultant  any  particular  cases  he  may  wish  to  refer. 

The  Psychiatric  Club  which  opened  last  September  now  meets  each 
Tuesday  evening  at  Somerset  House  Clinic.

The  estimated  cost  of  converting  fireplaces  and  providing 
means  of  ignition  to  coke  burning  grates  is  £20,21 6  of  which  £14,151 
will  rank  for  grant.  The  Council’s  share  of  the  expenses  will  be 

£6 , 065 • 


The  above  figures  give  an  average  cost  per  house  of  £13  13s.  7b. 
and  on  average  minimum  cost  to  the  Council  of  £4  2s.  Id. 

The  order  will,  it  is  anticipated,  cane  into  operation  towards 
the  end  of  1962.  There  will  then  be  774  acres  or  35/°  of  the  area  of 
the  town  under  smoke  control  and  25 *6^  of  the  houses. 
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It  is  the  Council's  intention  to  promote  further  orders 
covering  a  similar  number  of  houses  to  come  into  operation  every  2  years, 
i.e.  1964,  1966  etc,,  until  the  whole  of  the  area  mil  he  covered  by 
1972 . 

Industrial  Smoke 

During  the  year  237  timed  observations  were  taken  of  factory 
chimneys  in  the  area  and  it  was  necessary  to  issue  11  cautions  for  the 
emission  of  smoke  or  grit.  During  the  same  period  21  inspections  of 
boiler  plant  were  carried  out. 

The  high  cost  of  fuel  is  reflected  in  the  greater  interest 
taken  by  industrialists  in  the  efficient  operation  of  boiler  plant. 
Several  firms  carried  out  improvements  during  the  year  including 
conversion  from  coal  to  oil  fired  equipment  and  other  improvements 
are  contemplated  in  the  near  future. 

Increased  efficiency  will  result  not  only  in  a  cleaner 
atmosphere  but  in  cheaper  operating  costs.

Refuse  Collection 


By  contrast  with  the  previous  3  yef rs  the  weather  during  the 
period  November,  1961,  to  March,  1962,  was  particularly  trying  for  the 
outside  staff.  Fog  in  December,  snow  on  and  off  from  the  beginning  of 
December  to  March,  and  gale  force  winds  in  February  (particularly  on  the 
ll/l2th  and  15th/16th)  when  widespread  damage  was  caused  to  property, 
and  subnormal  temperatures  from  October  to  March  contributed  to  a  winter 
of  more  than  usual  severity. 

To  the  difficulties  of  weather  must  be  added  the  problem  of 
recruiting  and  keeping  staff  on  refuse  collection,  not  a  local  problem 
but  one  which  is  no  less  easy  to  endure  because  almost  all  authorities 
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are  similarly  affected 


During  the  year  73  men  were  employed  as  refuse  collectors 
compared  with  72,  37,  30  and  55  in  the  four  previous  years.  '.Tith  an 
establishment  of  15  this  r<-  presents  a  turnover  in  staff  which  would 
hr,ve  been  even  more  disiuptive  had  not  a  nucleus  of  "old-hands"  stayed 
with  the  department. 

Despite  these  difficulties  the  service  was  kept  on  a  reasonably 
sound  footing,  collection  periods  being  kept  to  around  7  days  except  at 
holiday  periods  and  during  exceptionally  bad  weather.  This  was  only 
achieved  by  having  a  surplus  of  men  on  the  staff;  indeed  throughout  the 
year  the  average  number  of  loaders  away  for  one  reason  or  another  was 
2.7 4  per  day. 


During  August  several  students  and  one  school  teacher  wore 
engaged  end  performed  their  work  with  credit.

On  the  introduction  of  the  third  dual  tip  vehicle  the  S.  &  D. 
13  cu.  yd.  side  loo-der  (1950)  was  placed  on  stand-by  duty. 


All  the  vehicles  continued  to  work  satisfactorily;  the  dual 
tip  machines  undoubtedly  make  for  easier  and  safer  loading,  and  by 
reason  of  greater  holding  capacity  (3 20  -  340  bins)  fewer  journeys  to 
the  disposal  oint  are  required,  thereby  increasing  loading  time. 
Eventually  all  the  side  loading  vehicles  will  be  replaced  by  dual  tip 
machines  as  these  a.re  needed  to  deal  with  thw  ever  increasing  bulk  of 
present  day  refuse. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Market  Hall  in  Decmber,  1961,  the 
contiguous  supermarket  end  other  shops  placed  an  additional  burden  on 
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the  service  making  it  impossible  to  deal  with  many  requests  to  remove 
accumulations  of  builders1  refuse,  garden  refuse,  furniture,  etc. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  disposal  of  furniture  has  become  0.  very 
real  problem.  In  somo  cases  requests  have  been  received  for  the 
removal  of  complete  house  contents,  including  beds  complete  with  mattress 
and  bedding,  tables,  chairs,  upholstered  suites,  sideboards  and  pianos, 
together  with  the  usual  floor  coverings  and.  household  utensils.  Tro.de 
in  second  hand  furniture  would  seem  to  be  disap^  earing. 

Paper  Sacks 

In  July,  1961,  a  small  pilot  scheme  using  paper  sacks  in 
place  of  dustbins  was  introduced  on  the  Owlet  Hall  Estate,  a  district 
of  steep  gradients,  many  steps  and  long  carries,  66  holders  were  fixed. 
The  householders  and  the  refuse  collectors  expressed  appreciation  of  the 
scheme,  and  subsequently  the  Council  approved  an  extension  to  cover  the 
whole  estate  of  some  374  houses  and  flats.  No  trouble  was  experienced 
from  fire,  but  during  the  very  high  winds  and  driving  rain  of  February 
llth/l2th  many  sacks  were  tom  away  fiom  the  holders.  On  one  side  of 
the  street  where  the  holders  were  afforded  shelter  from  the  wind,  only 
1  sack  out  of  40  was  blown  off;  whereas  on  the  other  side  of  the  street 
exposed  to  the  full  force  of  the  torrential  rain  and  ’westerly  gale  21 
out  of  26  sacks  were  tom  off,  seme  retained  their  contents  but  in  many 
cases  the  refuse  was  widely  distributed  iver  the  gardens.  The  conditions 

were  quite  exceptional  and  not  likely  to  be  repeated  very  often  and  in 
my  opinion  there  is  no  reason  to  feel  that  the  use  of  paper  sacks  should 
be  abandoned. 


Refuse  Disposal 

Controlled  tipping  of  refuse,  which  had  been  concentrated  at 
Valley  Road  in  connection  with  the  redevelopment  of  the  area  by  the 
Council’s  Surveyor,  was  completed  in  June,  1961,  and  operations  continued 
at  Hirst  Wood.

The  tip  was  dusted  with  insecticide  by  means  of  pressure 
sprayer  and  this  prevented  any  nuisance  arising  from  flies  or  other 
insects. 


Fires  were  started  on  two  occasions  -  in  January  and  February, 
1962;  the  first  was  quickly  extinguished  but  the  second  one  proved  to 
be  rather  deep  seated  and  had  to  be  put  out  by  trenching  and  flooding, 
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and  finally  scaling  with  fine  ash,  soil  and  other  inert  materials.

Clearance  Programme 

During  196].  clearance  area.s  were  declared  in  respect  of  houses 
in  Church  Street,  Hall  lane  and  Cross  Church  Street,  affecting  89  houses 
and  one  house  and  shop.  Before  applying  for  compulsory  purchase  powers 
approaches  were  made  to  the  o.vners  vrith  a  view  to  purchasing  the 
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properties  by  agreement  and  substantial  progress  had  been  made  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 


Demolition 

During  the  year  the  remaining  199  houses  in  the  Shipley  ('food 
End)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order,  1959,  were  demolished  and  the  site 
cleared.  46  families  comprising  109  persons  were  rehoused. 

In  addition  to  the  unfit  houses,  9  houses  ouoside  the  Clear¬ 
ance  Area  were  purchased  end  demolished;  4  families  (9  persons)  were 
rehoused, 

20  houses  armed  by  the  Council  and  certified  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  as  unfit,  and  8  houses  dealt  with  by  formal  action, 
were  demolished  during  the  year;  4  families  (10  persons)  were  rehoused.

Over  crowding  and  Rehousing 

Statutory  overcrowding  has  practically  ceased  to  exist  but 
there  are  a  number  of  families  who  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  separate 
accommodation.  The  Department  maintained  close  co-operation  with  the 
Housing  Office  in  connection  with  any  applications  where  there  is  a 
possibility  of  overcrowding  existing.  All  Council  houses  becoming 
vacant  are  inspected  by  one  of  the  public  health  inspectors  to  ascertain 
defects,  vermin  and  general  cleanliness.

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  13  discretionary  grants 
and  32  standard  grants.  The  discretionary  grants  were  6  more  than  in 
I960,  Standard  grants  approved  during  the  year  increased  by  19, 
mainly  in  respect  of  back-to-back  houses  having  side  sculleries  and

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The  Council  are  •water  undertakers#  The  undertaking  was 
established  by  the  Shi, .ley  local  Board,  under  the  powers  of  the  Shipley 
*.7&ter..  orlcs  end  Pc  lice  Act  oi  1854  and  subsequent  Acts  and  Orders. 

The  basic  source  of  the  Council's  water  supply  consists  of 
Sweet  "Jell,  and  Los/  Moor  Springs  on  Morton  Moor,  which  have  an  average 
yield  of  between  460,000  and  500,000  gallons  per  day.  The  water  is 
piped  from  the  springs  across  the  moor  past  Graincliffe  Reservoir  to  the 
treatment  plant  situated  below  the  Rese:  voir,  where  it  receives  lime 
treatment  to  neutralise  the  slightly  acid  properties#  It  then  flows 
through  slow  sand  filters  and  is  given  chlorine /ammonia,  treatment  on 
entry  to  the  clear  water  tank  from  which  it  is  passed  into  supply  to 
the  High  Level  Areas  of  Shipley  by  means  of  a  10- inch  diameter  main. 

In  addition,  the  Council  possess  the  right  to  collect  water 
over  gathering  grounds  consisting  of  1,881  acres  on  Morton  Moor  and 
Bingley  Moor.  The  effective  drainage  area,  for  Graincliffe  Reservoir 
is  1,116  acres  and  the  water  is  conducted  into  the  Reservoir,  the  capacity 
of  which  is  95‘g  million  gallons,  by  threo  main  dykes  -  Peccher  Dyke,  Black 
Dyke,  and  Great  Graincliffe  Dyke, 

Any  water  which  overflows  from  Graincliffe  Reservoir  or  which 
is  allowed  to  go  dam  the  Rese:: voir  bye-pass,  is  fed  via  Eldwick  Beck 
into  Eldwick  Reservoir,  which  has  a  capacity  of  27 '2  million  gallons 
approximately  and  is  now  used  only  for  storage  ox  compensation  water, 
the  sup  ly  of  which  is  a,  statutory  obligation  on  the  Council.  This 
water  is  fed  into  Eldwick  Beck  below  the  Reservoir  Dam, 

The  requirements  of  the  High  Level  Areas  of  Shipley  do  not 
absorb  the  "..hole  of  the  yield  of  the  springs  and  the  resulting  surplus 
water  overfla/s  before  treatment  from  a  manhole  in  the  embankment  of 
Grainelixfe  Reservoir  into  a  12-inch  diameter  pipeline  to  the  Baildon 
Bank  Service  Reservoirs.  These  Reservoirs  supply  a  large  proportion 
of  the  lower  levels  of  Shipley  and  the  excess  demand  from  these  areas 
over  the  surplus  water  available  from  the  springs  is  made  up  by  releasing 
surface  water  stored  in  Graincliffe  Reservoir  to  mix  with  the  spring 
water  where  this  enters  the  pipeline  to  the  Service  Reservoirs. 

whilst  the  water  from  the  springs  is  characterised  by  a  very 
high  degree  of  chemical  and  organic  purity,  and  only  a  slight  acidity, 
the  surface  water  from  the  Gathering  Grounds  has  in  solution  a  rclo.tively 
large  proportion  of  naturo.l  aluminium  raid  a  high  acidity,  and  this  latter 
property  would  give  rise  to  a  dangerous  degree  cf  plumb o~ solvency,  even 
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when  the  water  was  mixed  v.lth  the  less  acid  spring  water,  unless  the 
combined  ’.raters  were  treated  before  being  ut  into  supply.

.t  Baildon  Break,  however ,  the  combined  spring  and  surface 
waters  are  given  lime  and  chlorine-ammonia  treatment  before  being  passed 
into  the  reservoirs.  In  this  case  the  lime  treatment  fulfills  the  dual 
purpose  of  obviating  for  all  practical  purposes  the  paver  of  the  water 
to  dissolve  lead  from  pipes  and  fittings  and  converts  its  properties  from 
acid  to  slightly  alkaline,  thus  causing  the  aluminium  to  set vie  out  in 
the  reservoirs  (which  perform  che  purpose  of  sedimentation  tanks  as  well 
as  storage  reservoirs)  in  the  form  of  a  floe  or  jelly-like  substance  which 
tends  to  trap  any  organic  or  other  impurities  andfurther  clarifies  and 
purifies  the  water.  In  order  to  give  adequate  settlement  the  two 
reservoirs  arc  used  alternately. 


The  purified  treated  water  is  passed  into  service  from  the 
Baildon  Bank  Service  Reservoirs  by  means  of  two  10-inch  diameter  mains. 

In  addition  to  supplies  from  their  an  sources  the  Council 
purchase,  by  an  agreement,  a  further  supply  of  treated  water  amounting 
to  approximately  250, 00C  gallons  per  day  from  the  Bradford  Corporation 
later  Undertaking.  This  amo  nt  may  be  increased  to  500,000  gallons 
per  day  during  dry  periods  if  required. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  treatment  of  water  from  tb-ir  own 
sources  adequately,  the  properties  of  both  the  raw  mid  the  treated  water 
are  tested  several  times  a  day  at  Graincliffe  and  Baildon  Bonk  treatment 
plants,  and  also  samples  of  tap  water  taken  in  Shipley  from  both  sources 
arc  tested  daily  by  members  of  the  Tat  or  Department  Staff.  In  addition, 
monthly  examinations  by  independent  analysts  ar  made  of  both  the 
bacteriologies.!  and  chemical  properties  of  all  raw  waters  and  treated 
waters  supplied  to  consumers,  and  the  results  of  these  over  a  long  period 
indicate  the  very  satisfactory  nature  of  the  water  supply.

acidity.  Samples  were  examined  in  1961  for  lead  content,  4  from  the  Lot:

MEAT  AID  FOOD  INSPECTION 


The  number  of  animals  passing  through  the  Abattoir  during  1961 
shaved  a  decrease  of  1,362  as  compared  ivith  I960.  This  figure  shows  a 
return  to  normal  after  the  higher  figure  for  i960  (11,778)  which  included 
the  period  of  use  by  some  of  the  Bradford  butchers  during  an  outbreak  cf 
foot  and  mouth  disease  which  closed  the  Bradford  Abattoir  for  2  weeks .

The  report  presented  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  which  gave  details  of  the  existing  and  probable  future 
requirements  for  slaughterhouse  facilities  in  the  district,  and 
including  a  list  of  works  required  to  comply  with  the  above  Regulations, 
was  approved  by  the  Minister  on  the  27th  January,  1961,  subject  to  the 
carrying  out  of  additional  works  of  a  minor  character.  The  appointed 
day  for  the  completion  of  improvements  was  1st  October,  1961. 

The  following  works  were  carried  out:- 

Two  single  throw  cattle  stunning  pens. 

Alterations  and  improvements  to  cattle  lairage  by  abolition 
of  all  woodwork  and  substitution  of  tubular  steel  pens. 

Additional  strip  lighting  at  A  meat  inspection  points. 

Extra  wash  basins  in  the  sheep  and  beast  slaughterhalls. 

Steam  steriliser  for  knives,  cleavers  and  cloths. 

Two  new  metal  scalding  troughs  for  pigs,  and  a  new  granolithic 
floor  in  the  pig  slaughterhall.  Provision  was  also  made  for  scalding 
and  tank  sterilising  of  refuse  bins,  blood  collecting  trays  and  larger 
items  of  equipment. 

Bird  proofing  in  the  louvred  ventilators  and  opening  windows. 

All  doors,  both  internal  and  external,  were  treated  with  sheet 
metal  to  prevent  access  of  vermin. 

Drinking  troughs  supplied  with  main  water  supply  were  provided 
in  the  cattle  lairage,  together  with  secured  buckets  in  all  sheep 
lairage s.

The 
Public  Cleansing  service  was  improved  as  regards  refuse  collection  and 
a  good  start  was  made  on  clearing  away  some  of  the  old  huts  and  shacks 
.liich  have  existed  for  many  years.  The  biggest  task  now  remaining  is 
the  modernisation  of  all  houses  which,  while  otherwise  fit  for  habita¬ 
tion,  do  not  possess  internal  toilet  facilities,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  will  soon  grant  powers  to 
enable  such  long  overdue  improvement  to  be  carried  out.

There  is  one  large  poultry  packing  station  in  the  area  'which  is 
operated  on  modern  lines. 

Milk  Su-.'ply.  Quite  a  large  amount  of  raw  farm  bottled  milk  is  still 
sold  in  Bingley  and  the  whole  of  such  milk  comes,  of  course,  from 
Tuberculin  Tested  herds.  The  remainder  of  the  milk,  supply  is  either 
Pasteurised  or  Sterilised  and  the  number  of  dealers  was  as  follows 

Tuberculin  Tested  Hi Ik  31 

Pasteurised  Milk  33 

Sterilised  Milk  25 

Licensing  of  these  dealers  is  now  operated  by  the  7/est  Riding 

County  Council.  Careful  attention  was  given  during  the  yean  to  the 
regular  sampling  of  raw  milk.  67  samples  were  submitted  to  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test.  341  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Ring  Test 
for  the  detection  of  Brucella  Abortus,  and  of  this  number  33  showed 
a  positive  result.  eventually,  h  rwever,  only  36  of  this  number  were 
found  to  be  positive  on  Culture.  Notices  under  Article  ^C  of  the  Milk 
a.nd  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1939?  were  served  on  the  producers 
of  the  milk  showing  positive  cultures,  requiring  the  exclusion  of  same 
from  the  milk  sold  as  "farm  bottled". 

It  has  become  clear  that  an  eradication  scheme  agem.nst  Brucellosis 
in  dairy  cattle  is  urgently  needed  for  only  too  often  it  has  been  found 
that  when  cows  known  to  be  secrctors  of  positive  milk  have  been  replaced 
by  cows  bought  in  the  open  market,  the  replacements  were  also  infected. 
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It  is  understood  that  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food, 
have  already  started  a  pilot  scheme  with  this  end  in  view. 

No  difficulties  were  experienced  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  ice 
cream  of  which  there  are  109  vendors. 

The  District  Inspector  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  authority  informs  me 
that  54  samples  were  taken  in  Bingley  during  the  ye  r .  Of  those  48 

were  milk  samples.

This  important  section  of  a  Public  Health  Inspector' s  duties 
covers  matters  which  closely  affect  the  health  and  well  being  of  every 
member  of  the  community,  namely  public  cleansing,  atmospheric  pollution, 
factory  hygiene,  rodent  control,  drainage  and  sewerage,  etc. 

Public  Cleansing.  Affective  steps  were  taken  during  the  yean  to 
standardise  household  refuse  collection  by  means  of  ’'dual  tip"  vehicles, 
two  being  made  by  Messrs.  Shelvoke  and  Dr e wry  and  one  by  Messrs.  Dennis 
Bros.  Ltd.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  remaining  small  refuse 
collection  vehicle  used  almost  exclusively  for  collection  from  farms 
and  the  more  remote  parts  of  the  Council's  district  will  be  replaced 
in  19 62  with  a  side  loading  vehicle  carrying  special  equipment  for  the 
hygienic  collection  of  the  few  remaining  closet  pails. 

The  affluent  society  of  to-day  produces  much  more  household 
refuse  than  was  the  case  in  the  past.  The  volume  is  also  increasing 
because  of  the  marked  tendency  towards  complete  abolition  of  the  open 
solid  fuel  fire  or  the  closed  solid  fuel  stove  on  which  the  house 
refuse  could  be  burnt,  anc  their  replacement  with  gas,  electric  or 
oil  burning  solid  appliances.  This  tendency  is  being  accelerated  by 
the  operation  of  the  Council's  policy  of  domestic  smoke  control. 

Many  householders  now  find  it  impossible  to  contain  their  week' s 
refuse  in  one  bin  and  h-ve  at  least  two  in  consequence. 

It  is  now  necessary,  therefore,  to  collect  household  refuse  in 
large  capacity  vehicles  fitted  with  some  method  ox  compression  on  the 
vehicle  to  reduce  its  bulk. 

I  ara  glad  to  report  that  there  was  an  easement  o:.  the  difficult 
position  that  h-s  obtained  for  so  many  years  in  re.yrd  to  supply  of 
labour  and  it  was  possible  to  maintain  virtually  full  str.  ff  of 
collectors  throughout  the  period  and  give  a  regular  'weekly  collection 
of  household  refuse.  The  incentive  bonus  scheme  which  has  now  been 
in  operation  for  seven  years  again  proved  its  worth  in  giving  an 
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efficient  collection  service,  end  the  extra  £1 ,0s. Od.  or  J2i.0s.0d.  a 
week  which  some  of  the  men  earned,  effectively  contributes  towards 
the  maintenance  of  a  regular  staff. 


Paper  salvage  collection  declined  during  the  year,  due  to 
t. clinical  difficulties  with  the  salvage  trailers,  sna  it  was  decided 
to  repice  these  with  a  lighter  type. 


ill  refuse  collected  in  the  Bingley  area  is  disposed  of  at  one 
central  tip  at  Dowley  Gap.  Bn  old  sewage  sludge  lagoon  which  is  . 
believed  to  have  been  in  operation  for  over  half  a  century  is  now 
bem^  filled  in  with  household  refuse.  Pork  is  rather  difficult 
owing  to  the  great  depth  of  the  lagoon.  nmple  tipping  space 
remains  on  land  owned  by  the  Council  at  Dowley  Gao. 


Gulley  emptyin  and  cesspool  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  means  of 
one  nearly  new  Ragle  Gulley  Bmptier.  The  frequency  of  gulley  emptying 
is  tending  to  decline  owing  to  the  continued  development  of  the  district 
and  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  either  to  provide  an  additional  machine 
or  to  make  more  extended  use  of  the  /resent  one. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  with  a  Karrier  Yorkshire  Mechan¬ 
ical  Sweeper,  due  for  renewal  in  1961,  and  staff  of  4  street  orderlies, 
heed  killing  was  carried  out  in  Spring  with  hired  equ  .pment,  but  it 
was  decided  to  purchase  a  pump  ana  tank,  'which  could  be  us^-d  a.t  any 
time,  during  the  year.  4  very  successful  anti-litter  publicity 
campaign  took  pl-ce  in  June,  the  ..rincipal  feature  being  competitions 
for  school  children. 

Despite  the  large  area,  of  Bingley  (11,413  acres)  the  cost  of 
public  cleansing  compares  favourably  with  other  districts.  Tho

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In  connection  with  public  conveniences  it  was  decided  to  carry 
out  a  policy  of  gradual  improvement  and  modernisation  of  structures, 
apart  from  those  in  Wellington  Street  and  Main  Street,  which  are  likely 
to  be  removed.  The  sorry  tale  of  wanton  damage  continues. 

Small  improvements  ./ere  carried  out  at  the  Public  liortur  ry, 

..here  28  bodies  were  received  during  the  year. 

Rodent  and  Pest  Destruction .  During  the  year  the  Rodent  Operative 

paid  519  visits  and  gave  195  treatments  covering  168  premises. 


Moveable  Dwellings.  Thu  Car- van  Sites  and  Control  oj.  Development 
ct,  I960,  came  into  operation  on  the  19th  August,  i960,  and  immediate 
steps  were  taken  to  implement  the  new  powers  conferred  on  the  local 
authority.  In  Bing ley,  in  addition  to  caravan  sites,  there  exist 
several  colonies  of  huts  and  shacks  which  had  been  in  existence  for 
very  many  years.  Some  of  these  were  erected  after  approval  of  plans 
under  what  used  to  be  known  as  ''temporary  building  agreements’1,  others 
appear  to  have  been  erected  without  any  deposit  of  plans  at  all,  and 
it  is  unfortunate  that  the  new  ct  does  not  give  much  help  in  regard 
to  these  colonies  of  temporary  dwellings,  which  are  perh-ps  a  worse 
local  problem  than  caravans.  It  was,  therefore,  decided  to  carry¬ 
out  a  comprehensive  survey  of  all  temporary  dwellings  in  the  district 
and  this  was  done  in  Juno,  1 96 1 ,  in  conjunction  witn  the  Local  Hanning 
Officer.  It  was  found  that  there  .  ere  150  tempor  •_  y  dwellings  in  use 
or  in  existence,  the  majority  only  being  occupied  for  occasional  week¬ 
ends.  It  was  eventually  decided  to  deal  with  the  worst  of  these 
habitations  under  the  powers  contained  in  the  Housing  Act,  1957 
relating  to  individual  unfit  houses  and  before  the  end  of  the  year  a 
number  of  owners  appeared  before  the  Health  Committee,  and  Demolition 
Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  their  temporary  structures.  This 
procedure  will  now  be  followed  up  with  similar  action  in  other  cases. 


In  connection  with  caravan  sites,  the  Health  Committee  issue  site 
licences  vm.th  detailed  requirements  after  receipt  of  the  necessary 
approval  from  the  Planning  Authority. 

Some  progress  was  also  made  with  regard  to  the  problem  of  gypsy 
caravans  and  tents  which  they  occupied  on  semi-open  land  at  Staples 
Brow  near  IT-.ppit,  Much  of  this  has  now  been  fenced  off  and  has  so 
prevented  further  camping. 

Sanitary  Accommodation.  Considering  the  extensive  rural  character 
of  the  Bingley  area,  the  proportion  of  water  closet  accommoc at ion  is 
surprisingly  high.  Nevertheless,  the  existence  of  1 70  pail  closets 
on  farms  and  in  remote  placer:  is  source  ox  difficulty  and  it  is  not 
easy  to  get  men  who  are  willing  to  empty  them.  Sewer  extensions  were 
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carried  out  at  ;licklethv;aite,  Cullingworth  and  Wilsden,  .and  this 
enabled  some  reduction  to  be  secured  while  owners  are  being  encouraged 
to  do  voluntary  conversion  :ith  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants  cr 
Conversion  Grants.

Clean  Mr.  A  Public  Inquiry  was  held  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  the  District’s  first  Smoke  Control  Orders  (  arren  Lane  No*  1  and 
Cottingley  No.  2).  Despite  considerable  local  objection,  both  Orders 
were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and 
came  into  operation  in  1>6a. 

The  I arren  Lane  (Last)  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  3  was  made  by  the 
Council  in  1961,  and  this  too  will  come  into  operation  in  1962. 

The  latter  Order  is  confined  to  a  large  riv?  te  housing  estate  and 
was  made  to  ensure  that  only  smokeless  fuels  should  be  burnt  from  the 
start. 


If  the  Council’s  programme  of  smoke  control  is  accomplished, 
the  whole  of  the  iiingley  Ares  should  be  entirely  free  from  domestic 
smoke  before  1970.  The  operation  of  domestic  smoke  control  has 
meant  an  enormous  increase  of  work  for  the  Department  and  necessitated 
the  appointment  of  a  special  Smoke  Control  Inspector  whose  duties 
consist  of  tho  survey  of  houses  in  a  proposed  are?,,  the  inspection  of 
works  carried  out  in  order  to  secure  th„  grant  of  7/l0ths  in  connection 
with  the  installation  of  approved  appliances.  The  Council’s  Smoke- 
Control  Area  links  up  with  two  simil  r  areas  in  the  Shipley  district 
and  forms  one  of  the  l-.rgest  clean  air  sones  in  the  country.

The  Council  are  water  undertakers  for  the  whole  area  except  the 
villages  of  Harden,  Crossflats  and  Alnwick  (which  are  supplied 
directly  by  Bradford  Corporation)  and  the  Branksome  Drive  area,  Nab 
food  (which  is  supplied  by  Shipley  U.D.C.). 

The  sources  of  supply  are  springs  on  St.  Ives  estate  and  in 
Ruin  Bank  food;  moorland  gathering  ground  at  Harden  moor  and  St. 

Ives  R state  end  adits  at  Bleak  House  and  Lees  Moor,  Cullingworth. 

In  addition,  approximately  40/;  of  the  total  volume  supplied  is  obtain¬ 
ed  in  bulk  from  the  Bradford  Corporation. 

All  springs  and  adit  water  is  collected  underground  and  is  not 
exposed  to  daylight  until  it  reaches  one  of  the  three  service 
reservoirs  where  it  is  chlorinated.  Water  collected  from  the 
moorland  gathering  ground  is  first  passed  through  a  slow  sand  filter 
bed  at  Milner  Spring  before  being  pumped  into  the  High  Level  Service 
Reservoir.  At  some  periods  of  the  ye°r  a  dose  of  ammonia  is  added 
to  the  water  in  addition  to  chlorine. 

The  estimated  population  supplied  with  water  is  18,355*  The 
average  daily  consumption  is  758,000  gallons  which  is  made  up  as 
follows:-  Domestic  consumption,  578,000  gallons  per  day,  and  Trade 
consumption,  180,000  gallons  per  day.  The  average  consumption  per 
head  per  day  is  41.4  gallons  of  which  total  31.4  gallons  is  domestic 
and  10.0  gallons  trade.  In  addition,  39  dwellinghouses  or  forms  hove 
their  own  private  piped  supply. 

Samples  of  water  from  all  sources  are  submitted  both  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  ex  viination  at  regular  intervals  in  addition  to 
samples  taken  throughout  th^  area  by  the  Public  Health  Department.

Samples  of  water  submitted  for  analysis  to  determine  the  amount 
of  artificial  radioactivity  expressed  as  Strontium  90  showed  that  the 
amount  present  wa s  very  small  and  well  below  the  permitted  dose.

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HOUSING 


The  development  of  back  to  back  houses  in  the  wool  and  textile 
areas  of  the  Rest  Hiding  left  such  areas  with  great  housing  problems. 
The  majority  of  the  stone  built  houses  are  nearly  as  sound  to-d'-y  as 
when  they  were  built,  but  the  early  ones  are  so  badly  planned,  badly 
arranged  and  congested  as  to  leave  no  alternative  but  total  closure. 
However,  the  back  to  back  houses  built  at  the  end  of  the  nineteenth 
century  are  more  commodious  than  their  predecessors  and  in  some  cases 
are  well  worthy  of  modernisation.  The  chief  trouble  'with  the  early 
back  to  back  or  single  back  type  of  house  is  its  small  area,  leaving 
insufficient  size  for  both  kitchen  and  living  accommodation,  let  alone 
provision  of  bathrooms.

1961  was  the  first  yean  of  the  Council’s  second  five 
year  programme  under  which  it  is  intended  to  include  349  houses  in 
clearance  areas  and  deal  with  120  individual  unfit  houses.

In  carrying  out  this  programme  there  will  be  close  co-operation 
with  the  Planning  . .uthority  and  the  Housing  Committee.  In  view  of 
the  acute  shortage  of  land  suitable  for  effective  redevelopment  it 
may  well  be  that  houses  contiguous  to  those  specified  will  have  to  bo 
surveyed  and  included  in  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  where  this  can 
properly  be  done. 
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-  survey  of  housing  conditions  in  K?rden,  .,'ilsden  and  Cullingworth 
7/8 s  carried  out  during  the  year  and  a  provisional  programme  drawn  up 
for  dealing  with  sub  standard  properties  in  these  three  villages. 

A  similar  survey  is  to  be  carried  out  in  Crossflats  and  Cottinglcy. 

It  is  regrettable  that  Local  Authorities  were  not  given  •  ny  fresh 
powers  during  the  yeai  to  secure  the  compulsory  improvement  of  older 
houses  v/ here  there  is  no  question  of  them  being  eventually  included 
in  Clearance  Orders.  Unfortunately,  thu  Improvement  Grant  Scheme 
has  only  touched  the  fringe  of  this  particular  problem  :nd  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  the  Standard  Grant  Scheme  and  the  pov/or  to  increase  rent 
from  8  to  12^?  where  improvements  are  carried  out  has  not  been  the 
success  the  Government  hoped  for  and  the  number  of  houses  in  respect 
oi  which  Improvement  Grants  were  ma.de  in  Bingley  during  the  year 
v/as  only  69.  The  time  is  surely  ripe  for  a  minimum  standard  to 
enable  every  house  to  have  at  least  internal  bath,  r.c.  continuous 
hot  water  and  washing  accommodation.  During  the  year  the  following

3.  HOUSING- 

During  the  year  8  houses  were  commenced  on  two  small  sites 
on  The  Knoll  Estate,  none  of  these  being  completed  at  the  year  end. 


33  houses  were  erected  by  private  builders  within  the  district 
and  a  further  42  were  completed  by  Shipley  Urban  District  Council 
at  Higher  Coach  Hoad. 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  privately  erected  houses  may  be 
a  result  of  the  stringent  financial  conditions  appertaining  during 
the  year.  Generally  the  demand  for  houses  in  Baildon  appears  to 
be  as  great  as  ever. 

6.  HOUSING-  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

1  8  applicants  were  approved  during  the  year  for  Housing- 
Improvement  Grants,  12  for  standard  grants,  the  remaining  6  for 
discretionary  grants.  The  total  amount  granted  in  respect  of 
these  applications  was  <£3,231 ,  of  which  75%  is  recoverable  from 
the  Exchequer. 

The  works  carried  out  were  mainly  for  the  provision  of  the 
five  standard  amenities. 

There  are  still  many  houseowners  not  availing  themselves  of 
the  assistance  which  these  grants  offer  and,  in  their  own  interests, 
they  may  be  well  advised  to  reconsider  this  matter  as  there  is  a 
section  of  opinion  in  Looal  Government  which  advocates  stronger 
legislation  to  require  owners  to  carry  out  essential  improvements. 
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7  *  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AM)  DISPOSAL 

(a)  Refuse  Collection,  Two  vehicles  were  employed  on  refuse 
collection,  one  "S  and  D"  i  3  cu.  yd.  fore  and  aft  tipper  and  one 
i  0  cu.  yd.  "Karrier  Bautin  11  rear  loader. 

During  the  early  part  of  this  year,  the  Council  placed  an 
order  for  a  25  cu.  yd.  "3  and  D"  Hygienic  Loader.  Upon  delivery 
of  this  vehicle,  the  "Karrier  Ban tan"  will  he  taken  out  of  service, 
overhauled  and  used  as  a  reserve  vehicle. 

Due  to  new  development  within  the  district,  it  will  be 
appreciated  that  this  facet  of  Public  Health  is  ever  growing  and 
it  is  only  by  the  use  of  these  larger  and  more  modern  vehicles 
that  we  can  hope  to  maintain  the  service  at  an  efficient  level* 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal.  The  Council's  tip  at  Heights  Lane,  Elch/ick, 
was  again  used  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  but,  in  response 
to  a  request  from  Shipley  Urban  District  Council,  tipping  was 
carried  out  for  several  weeks  at  a  site  in  Valley  Road,  Shipley, 
which  they  required  to  be  levelled. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  nuisance  has  arisen  in 
respect  of  use  of  the  land  at  Heights  Lane.  The  use  of  the 
Fordson  Mule  Doscr  has  greatly  facilitated  work  on  the  tip  and 
for  the  first  time  for  many  years  no  fires  were  encountered.

During  the  year,  the  Salvage  Depot  was  transferred  from  The 
Knoll  to  Briar  Rhydding,  Charlestown.  It  soon  became  evident  that 
the  accommodation  allocated  to  this  service  was  totally  inadequate 
and  it  was  found  necessary  to  build  a  further  extension  to  the 
premises. 


Baled  paper  is  now  stored  at  ground  level,  necessitating  a 
great  deal  of  manual  handling  in  order  to  load  vehicles  prior  to 
removal  for  sale.  The  operation  is  proving  extremely  difficult 
and  is  virtually  impossible  when  the  vehicle  is  more  than  half 
laden.  In  view  of  this,  the  Council  saw  fit  to  purchase  a  small 
mobile  power  crane  and  delivery  of  this  is  eagerly  awaited. 

9.  FOOD  INSPECTIONS 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  within  the  District  and  meat  is 
brought  into  the  area  from  the  Public  Abattoirs  of  the  surrounding 
district.  Regular  visits  are  made  to  the  various  food  chops  in 
the  area  in  order  to  check  upon  standards  of  hygiene  being  maintained 
amongst  food  handlers.  In  general,  the  conditions  of  the  Pood 
Hygiene  Regulations  are  being  observed  in  all  chops. 
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10.  ICE  CREAM 


There  is  one  manufacturer  and  forty-one  registered  retailers 
of  ice  cream  operating  within  the  area.  The  hulk  of  ice  cream 
sold  is  of  the  proprietary  pre-packed  variety  hut  a  fair  quantity 
of  loose  ice  cream  is  still  sold  by  the  mobile  vendors. 

A  new  feature  in  the  ice  cream  trade  has  been  the  introduction 
of  ''Soft1'  ice  cream  produced  directly  prior  to  sale.  This  is  done 
by  the  introduction  of  a  cold  liquid  mix  from  hermetically  sealed 
tins  directly  into  a  portable  Mixer/Freezer  and  the  product  is 
obtained  directly  from  tlie  machine  within  a  few  minutes.  The  sale 
of  this  typo  of  product  is  showing  a  rapid  increase. 

1  .  BAKEHOUSES 

There  are  five  bakehouses  within  the  District,  none  of  which 
is  underground.  Periodic  inspection  of  those  is  carried  out  and 
the  standard  of  hygiene  has  been  maintained  at  its  previous  high 
level.

Periodic  inspections  are  made  of  factories  in  the  District, 
Conditions  have  mainly  been  found  to  be  satisfactory.

Plans  for  the  installation  of  One  "Lancashire"  boiler  v/cre 
approved  and  the  boiler  subsequently  installed  end  it  appears  to 
be  working  satisfactorily. 

Other  improvements  effected  during  the  year  include  the 
conversion  to  Chain  Grate  Stokers  of  three  "Lancashire"  type 
boilers  at  each  of  two  factories  and,  at  a  third  factory,  the 
assistance  of  The  National  Industrial  Fuel  Efficiency  Service  has 
been  sought  with  a  view  to  improving  the  efficiency  of  the  plant. 

Smoke  Control  Areas 

The  Council  have  under  consideration  proposals  for  the  making 
of  a  Smoke  Controlled  Area  comprising  i ,000  houses  in  an  area  of 
800  acres.  It  is  hoped  that  work  on  this  will  commence  in  early 
1  902 . 

15.  CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  three  licensed  sites  in  the  District.  Site  licence 
conditions  were  approved  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  these  sites 
and  work  in  compliance  with  these  conditions  is  now  in  progress. 


1  6.  PREVENTION  OP  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS 


Regular  inspections  of  the  refuse  tip  and  other  Council 
propei1  ties  have  been  carried  out.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  distributed  by  the  Bradford  Corporation  and  is 
collected  on  the  Thornton  Moor  Catchment  Area,  the  greater  portion  of 
which  is  situated  within  the  Denliolme  Urban  District.  Out  of  a  total 
of  1045  dwellinghouses,  no  less  than  994  have  a  supply  from  Public 
Mains.  The  remainder  of  the  properties,  being  situate  in  the  outlying 
parts  of  the  district,  rely  on  springs  and  wells,  which  in  the  main  are 
satisfactory.  No  reports  regarding  insufficiency  of  supply  have  boon 
received. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAC-E 

The  whole  of  the  built-up  area  is  drained  to  sewers  which 
gravitate  to  two  sewage  disposal  works.  One  at  Doe  Park  deals  with 
an  estimated  D.W.F.  of  41 ,290  gallons  per  day,  and  the  other  at 
Whalley  Lane  dealing  with  an  estimated  D.W.F.  of  9,000  gallons  per  day. 
Both  works  incorporate  screens,  detritus  tanks,  settling  tanks, 
percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks.  Sludge  treatment  is  by  air  drying. 

The  new  ejector  at  Field  Head  was  brought  into  use  during  August, 
and  works  of  improvement  and  repair  to  the  Whalley  Lane  works  are 
virtually  complete. 

The  construction  of  a  now  sewer  and  surface  water  sewer  to  serve 
the  proposed  Lodge  Gate  Housing  Site,  has  been  approved  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  works  will  commence  during  1962, 

The  southern  arc.  comprising  Denholme  Clough  (approximately  80 
properties)  and  'Well  Heads  (30  properties)  are  sewered  for  waste  water 
only,  and  septic  tanks  arc  encouraged  where  practicable. 

With  reference  to  the  conversion  of  Keelham  School  to  the  water- 
carriage  system,  the  Bradford  Corporation  have  prepared  a  scheme  which 
has  been  submitted  to  the  various  authorities  for  approval. 

The  drains  of  one  now  bungalow  have  been  connected  to  an  existing 
septic  tank.  37  properties  now  have  drains  connected  to  septic  tanks. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


Close  liaison  with  officials  of  the  Rivers  Board  to  minimise 
pollution  in  water  courses  has  been  maintained.  A  degree  of 
pollution  is  evident  in  the  southern  portion  of  Denholnc  Bock,  in  the 
lower  Clough  area.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 


The  scavenging  of  the  district  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's 
workmen  with  a  seven  cubic  yard  Karrier  Bantam  Refuse  Vehicle  which 
was  purchased  in  November,  1957*  Collection  is  generally  on  a  weekly 
basis  except  for  1  8  premises  in  outlying  parts  of  the  area  where 
collection  is  monthly.  The  owners  of  5  premises  have  undertaken  to 
dispose  of  their  own  refuse.  The  Council  have  given  consideration 
to  the  "Paper  Bag"  system  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  and  this 
method  will  be  adopted  for  2  blocks  of  flats  no w  being  erected. 


Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  a  tip  off  Y/halley  Lane,  on 
land  used  formerly  for  the  quarrying  of  stone.  Satisfactory  conditions 
at  the  tip  have  been  maintained  in  spite  of  occasions  when  fire  has  had 
to  be  arrested.

Each  Midwife  is  trained  and  certificated  to  administer 
analgesics.  She  is  also  authorised  to  call  out  the  Plying  Squad 
should  a  Doctor  not  immediately  be  available  so  to  do.  The  Midwife 
is  an  essential  car  user  under  the  Vilest  Hiding  Scheme. 

For  many  years  Midwives  in  Shipley  Division  have  conducted 
their  own  Clinics  which  supplement  those  run  by  the  Doctor. 

Increasing  emphasis  is  now  laid  on  frequent  pre-natal  examination  and 
the  detailed  care  of  the  expectant  woman.  The  Midwife  concentrates 
Health  Education  during  pregnancy  on  Parentcraft,  on  breast  feeding  • 
and  the  after  care  of  the  infant. 


Arrangements  are  made  whereby  Midwives  accompany  women  to 
hospital  or  Maternity  Home  when  for  one  reason  or  another  the  case 
has  to  be  delivered  outwith  the  Division.  The  sole  exception  to 
this  is  St.  John's  Hospital,  Keighley,  in  which  case  women  are 
expected  to  make  their  own  arrangements  for  conveyance.

HEALTH 

VISITING 

It  is  now  almost  100  years  since  the  first  Health  Visitor  was 
employed.  This  was  to  try  and  help  reduce  the  appalling  infant 
mortality  rate  by  teaching  simple  rules  of  hygiene,  by  helping  to 
improve  nutrition  in  infants,  and  in  trying  to  help  prevent  the 
spread  of  infectious  diseases  such  as  enteritis,  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  many  others.  The  work  of  the  Health  Visitor  was  focussed 
on  the  child. 


Over  the  years  has  emerged  the  present-day  Health  Visitor,  now  a 
qualified  State  Registered  Nurse,  also  holding  at  least  the  first 
examination  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.  In  addition,  she  must  have 
completed  a  course  covering  one  academic  year  and  subsequently 
obtaining  the  Health  Visitor’s  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute. 


Today,  the  Health  Visitor’s  work  is  not  only  with  the  child  but 
covers  the  whole  family  as  a  unit.  The  ideals  are  the  preservation 
of  physical  and  mental  health,  and  not  only  does  she  give  advice  as 
to  the  ’orevention  of  ill  health  but  she  must  also  understand  the 

j. 

problems  of  human  relationships  in  an  endeavour  to  preserve  mental 
well  being.  Her  advice  is  given  to  all  ages  and  all  sections  of  the 
community. 

The  qualified.  Health  Visitor  is  indeed  Medico-Social  worker  and 
health  educator  carrying  (unfortunatley)  a  case  load  far  heavier  than 
any  other  social  worker.

A.  Vi  siting  ^the  Aged.  The  Health  Visitors  find  this  work  increasing 

and  time  consuming*  It  covers  assessing  the  needs  a„nd  requirements 
as  to  combating  loneliness  and  helping  to  maintain  health  and 
independence.  7/hen  necessary,  financial  assistance  is  organised. 
Home  Helps  are  provided  where  needed  for  household  duties  or  for 
the  provision  of  meals.  A  great  deal  of  help  and  support  is 
necessary  in  some  of  these  cases,  especially  where  due  to  ill- 
health,  hospital  or  Part  111  accommodation  is  desirable .  One 
Health  Visitor  acts  as  liaison  officer  between  hospital  and  the 
Health  Visitors  in  the  care  of  the  aged.

Caro  and  After-care.  This  work  is  mostly  requested  from  hospitals 
and  consists  of  assessing  home  circumstances  and  social  needs. 
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necessary  in  certain  circumstances,  before  the  discharge  of  a  patient. 

During  the  year,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
visits  in  the  health  visiting  field  on  those  of  1$'60 .  This  has  taken 
place  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  one  Health  Visitor  had  a  long  period 
of  absence  on  sick  le..ve,  though  we  welcomed  a  new  Health  Visitor  to 
the  staff  in  November.  In  addition,  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  amount  of  health  education  undertaken.  This  effort  by  the 
health  visiting  staff  is  noted. 

This  brief  summary  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitor  is  not 
comprehensive  but  does  show  how  the  field  of  work  in  health  visiting 
has  widened  over  the  years. 

Whatever  new  preventive  measures  or  campaigns  are  launched  in 
the  field  of  public  health  work  in  preventive  medicine,  the  Health 
Visitor  is  usually  called  upon  to  play  some  part.  An  example  of 
this  is  the  phenylketenuria  tests  which  are  now  carried  out  on  all 
babies . 

.J-though  the  Health  Visitor  does  not  claim  all  the  laurels  in  the 
lowering  of  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  because  she  is  fully  aware  of 
the  many  factors  involved,  she  can  at  least  claim  to  have  played  some 
part. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Visitor  is  rarely  conclusive  and  can  only 
be  measured  over  the  years. 

The  future  work  may,  on  some  points,  because  of  the  changing 
patterns  of  health  and  living  standards,  be  in  question,  and  rightly 
so,  but  as  long  as  there  are  people  with  problems  affecting  their 
physical,  mental,  and  social  well  being,  the  Health  Visitor  will  have 
work  to  do.

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HOME  NURSING 


If  a  patient  is  nursed  at  home  he  deserves,  as  far  as  is  possible, 
as  skilled  nursing  as  if  he  were  in  hospital.  This  is  provided  by 
the  District  Nursing  Service.  The  sisters  are  State  Registered 
Nurses  who  have  also  obtained  the  Certificate  from  the  Queen’s 
Institute  of  District  Nursing.  Such  nurses  arc  trained  in 
specialised  techniques  suited  for  and  adapted  to  domiciliary  nursing. 
The  well-trained  nurse  shows  much  ski.11  and  ingenuity  in  tending 
patients  at  home,  recognising  that  the  care  of  the  patient  covers 
both  physical  and  mental  needs.  The  nature  of  her  work  implies  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  basic  nursing  care,  dressings,  injection 
technique,  and  the  patient’s  emotional  sensibilities  and  occupational 
interests  must  also  be  taken  into  account. 

District  nursing  carries  the  responsibility  of  teaching 
relatives  nursing  tasks  which  they  can  undertake,  and  requires  the 
ability  to  assess  how  much  nursing  care  the  relatives  can  do.  This 
is  particularly  so  in  the  nursing  of  chronic  cases,  since  these  tend 
to  be  long  term,  lasting  from  months  to  /ears  and  eventually  in  some 
cases  have  terminal  diseases.  The  nurse  is  therefore  not  only  a 
skilled  practitioner  but  a  practical  health  educator. 

The  number  of  visits  depend  on:- 

(i)  The  disease. 

(ii)  The  condition  and  needs  of  the  patient. 

(iii)  The  co-operation  of  the  family. 

(iv)  The  amount  of  responsibility  that  relatives  accept. 

full  co-operation  means  that  the  patient  can  often  remain  at 
home,  thereby  avoiding  institutional  care.  The  high  percentage  of 
chronic  cases  on  the  district  can  broadly  be  divided  into:- 

(i)  Medical 
(ii)  Surgical 

Some  cases  require  injections  and  these  patients  may  need  advice 
on  the  health,  work,  diet,  and  general  management  of  themselves. 

The  diabetic  patient,  whose  nurse  requires  up-to-date  knowledge  of 
drugs  and  nursing  procedure,  may  have  to  bo  taught  something  of  the 
matter  himself.  Periodic  refresher  courses  are  held  and  lectures 
arranged  for  the  district  nurse. 

An  increasing  number  of  cases  are  in  the  over  65  age  group, 
due  to  ageing  of  the  community.  Many  of  these  elderly  folk  require, 
in  addition  to  skilled  nursing  care,  rehabilitation  and  nursing  aids 
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to  assist  them.  They  are  often  ‘heavy*  cases  and  include 
arthritic  patients,  the  paralysed,  persons  suffering  from  cancer, 
cerebral  catastrophes  and  cardiac  conditions. 


NURSING  AIDS 


Special  beds,  commodes,  rubber  sheets,  wheel  chairs,  and  other 
items  are  loaned  by  the  Local  Authority,  An  additional  service  was 
instituted  this  year,  i.e.  the  Laundry  Service  for  incontinent 
patients.  Sheets,  draw  sheets,  nightdresses  and  pyjamas  are 
provided.  Dirty  laundry  is  collected  and  clean  laundry  distributed 
twice  weekly  to  the  patient’s  home.  This  helps  not  only  the  nurse 
but  relatives  who  find  the  sluicing  said  washing  of  fouled  laundry 
not  only  an  arduous  but  an  objectionable  task. 


Due  to  the  volume  of  heavy  cases  in  certain  areas,  a  part-time 
State  Enrolled  Nurse  was  employed  from  the  Autumn  onwards.  This 
nurse  gives  baths  and  attends  the  ambulant  patient  who  needs  to  be 
dressed  -  a  time  consuming  service.  The  district  nurse  works  with 
the  general  practitioner  and  there  is  close  co-operation  between 
them.  She  is  linked  with  all  her  colleagues  in  hosprtai  and  local 
authority  services  and  utilises  local  voluntary  agencies  in  the 
service  of  the  patient. 


Much  assistance  was  derived  from  the  help  of  supervisory  s 
at  County  Hall,  and  Nurses  maintain  close  relationship  with  the 
Health  Department.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SEHVTCE 

The  major  part  of  the  work  follows  routine  medical 
inspection  carried  out  on  entrants,  leavers,  and  certain 
intermediate  grades  of  pupil.  Special  examinations  are  conducted 
on  pupils  in  other  age  groups.  Indeed,  for  many  years  the  high 
percentage  of  selective  inspections  has  been  a  prominent  feature 
of  our  School  Medical  system,  uach  child,  in  its  school  life, 
has  four  medical  examinations  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 


The  physical  health  of  pupils  improves  steadily  and 
current  standards  bear  little  relationship  to  those  applying 
between  the  World  Wars.  Defects  receive  attention  earlier,  and 
consequently  major  abnormalities  are  rare.  The  so-colled  delicate 
child  is  a  comparative  rarity  as  is  shown  in  the  nutritional 
standards  reported  annually.  On  the  other  hand,  speech  defects, 
behaviour  and  emotional  problems  receive  more  specialist  attention 
and  advice.
